ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH  FOR  1961. 

To  The  Edeyrnion  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  51st  I96I. 

The  Regis trar^General’  s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  showed  a 
fall  of  240  from  I96O' s figures,  which  had  showed  a gain  of  80  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  was  an  increase  of  one  in  the  live  births,  three  of  which  were 
illegitimate  as  compared  to  two  in  I96O  and  11  in  1959  • There  were  two 
still-births  compared  to  one  in  i960.  Two  infant  deaths  were  recorded, 
whereas  there  was  one  in  i960.  Both  infants  died  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  69  deaths  an  increase  of  eleven  on  the  I96O  figures.  Cancer 
deaths  rose  from  9 "to  11  one  of  them  being  of  lung  cancer.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  as  compared  to  one  in  i960.  Once  again  there  were  no  new  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  only  infectious  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  was  measles  of  which  there  were  three  cases. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified. 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  E.P.  Jones  and  all  the  Councils’  officials  for 
their  help  and  co-operation. 

I should  also  like ‘to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  council  for  their 
friendliness  during  my  term  of  office.
